in the form of a C hristm as 
girt to the cou nty. 
Most cou nty 
treasu ries cou ld u se the money. 
It wou ld ap p ear that this hon­ 
est officeholder considers $9 ,000 a 
year a fair salary for his job. P e r­ 
hap s it is, bu t m ost p u blic officials 
earn mu ch less than that althou gh 
they may receive more. The aver­ 
age cou nty or mu nicip al official 
gives very little tim e to his p u blic 
job, giving p a rt of both his time 
and salary to p artisan p olitics. 
Were all p olitical 
su bdivisions 
su ch as cities and cou nties to dis­ 
charge all their elective officers 
and p lace the adm inistration of the 
p u blic 
affairs in 
the 
hands of 
dep u ties and clerks it is believed

Silicosis, Once Common and Dreaded by 
Workers, Is Rare Affliction Today

WE ARE greatly indebted to the 
cilitant work of scientists who have 
rought about a marked reduction in 
rccupatlonal diseases and accident*.

of men employed 
in saud blasting, 
f o u n d r y work 
and mills, in the 
making of cast­ 
ings, 
sandstone 
p r o d u c t s and 
glass, as well as 
iu quartz, gran­ 
ite and asbestos 
mining. 
T o d ay 
these occupation­ 
al 
diseases 
are 
almost unknown. 
AS a result of 
undue 
exposure 
to silicates, a sand compound, work­ 
ers became victims of such disturb­ 
ances of the lungs as “ anthracosis’. 
“ silicosis” , 
"siderosls” , 
“ asbestioais” 
and “ pneumouoconiosls” . 
These dis­ 
eases with terrible names result from 
exposure to various kinds of dust 
which the workers inhale. 
Funda­ 
mentally they are identical, and all 
of them lead to gradual .mpairment 
of the health. 


Effects the Lungs 


Great harm is done by continually 
taking silicates or other irritating 
dust into 
the 
lungs. 
It 
leads to 
chronic irritation and ultimately the 
formation of fibrous tissue and thick 
entng of the lungs. 
As a result of 
this change, breathing becomes dtffl 
cult and the lungs fail to perform 
their regular function. 
If the disease Is not recognized at 
an early stage and the 
orkinan is 
permitted to continue with his work, 
he becomes more and more suscep­ 
tible to 
various 
infections of 
the 
lungs. 
He may contract pneumonia 
which in 
many 
instances develops 
into tuberculosis. The heart becomes 
weakened because of the additional 
work placed upon it, and within a 
very short time the individual be­ 
comes a chronic in valid

culation of excess dust is prevented 
by wet drilling which diminishes the 
inhalation of irritating substances. 


Masks as Protection 


Where 
engineering 
facilities 
are 
not sufflcent to control the dust, the 
workmen are made to weà r masks 
similar to those used in war during 
a gas attack. 
In addition to these 
precautions, workmen who may be 
exposed to dust are given physical 
examinations. 
Men who have weak 
lungs or any tendency towards tu ­ 
berculosis are not permitted to en ­ 
gage in this type of work. 
Working 
hours have been so adjusted that the 
danger of exposure to dust particles 
is greatly reduced. 
A good many men are victims of 
their work 
But it is gratifying to 
know that modern civilization Is tak­ 
ing every precaution to minimize tfie 
dangers and pitfalls of workers em ­ 
ployed 4n 
various 
forms of 
labor. 
State and federal laws are constantly 
being revised and every effort is being 
made to protect the health of these 
men and women.
